Burnham Judd, representing the Department of Resources and Eco- 
nomic Development, Division of Forests and Lands, briefed the 
Delegation on the proposed Forest Conservation Budget for F.Y. 
86 totaling $40,000. 


Rep. Horton moved to accept the proposed Forest Conservation 
Fund budget for F.Y. 86 as presented. The motion was seconded 
by Rep. Brungot and the vote to accept was unanimous. 


Thank you notes from Mr. Oleson and Mr. Valliere were acknow- 
ledged by the Delegation. 


The Delegation then considered the Statement of Expenditures 
for the period ending 06/30/85. A discussion on the Court- 
house buildings, especially the need for roof repairs on the 
Berlin Courthouse, led into a discussion on the possible future 
of both courthouses. The Courthouse subcommittee is to check 
into the costs of repairs and maintenance and is to look at the 
long range plans for both buildings. The ever increasing costs 
of Item 14 - Board/Care of Children will necessitate the need 
for a supplemental F.Y. 85 budget. Chairman Burns asked for a 
vote of the Delegation as to when and where a public hearing 
for the supplementary budget should be held. The Delegation 
approved a date of August 15 at the Berlin Courthouse at 10:00 
A.M. for the public hearing and 11:00 A.M. for the Delegation 
meeting to vote on the budget. 


Rep. Horton moved to accept the Statement of Expenditures as 
presented. The motion was seconded by Rep. Brungot. The vote 
to accept the motion was unanimous. 


Rep. Coulombe moved to accept the Statement of Revenues as 
read.

Mrs. Beatrice Coulombe, Administrator of the Berlin Nursing 
Home, in response to a request for information on the new 
AT&T MERLIN communications system, gave the Delegation the 
background information on the old system and the reasons for 
needing the change.

It was mentioned that a new system is also needed in West 
Stewartstown and a similar report on that AT&T system will be 
submitted to the Delegation for review at a later date. 


A report was given to the delegates on the population increases 
in the nursing homes. The report contained both good and bad 
news. On one hand, the County receives additional revenue but 
on the other hand, an increase in patients necessitates hiring 
more personnel. Patients are released from hospitals earlier, 
often involving the need for long term care with more sophis- 
ticated equipment and requiring more rehabilitative services 
and more specialization.

A bequest left to the West Stewartstown Nursing Hospital will 
provide for the cost of conducting a study on the best utili- 
zation of space and personnel in that facility. A study of 
asbestos problems will also be conducted. The following sub- 
committee was chosen to help in this study: Rep. Foss, Brideau, 
Theriault, and Marsh. 


Rep. Chardon moved the following: "Any member of the Delegation 
requesting copies of the minutes of the Commissioners meetings 
mailed to their homes must submit the request in writing. The 
charge will be charged against the delegation budget.

COOS COUNTY PUBLIC HEARING 
August 15, 1985 


The Coos County Delegation met on August 15, 1985, at 10:00 A.M. 
at the Coos County Courthouse in Berlin for a PUBLIC HEARING 
called by the County Commissioners to consider a supplemental 
budget request for 1985. 


Members present were Representatives Brungot, Burns, Chappell, 
Coulombe, Guay, Horton, Lamontagne, Marsh, Mayhew, and Ottolini. 
In addition, Commissioners Trottier and Corrigan, Superintendent 
King, and Nursing Home Administrator Cote were in attendance. 
Several representatives of the press, the Berlin City Manager, 
Gorham Town Manager and a few from the public were present. 


The public hearing was called to order at 10:05 A.M. by Chair- 
man Burns. Mr. King give the opening remarks citing the reasons 
necessitating additional funding in 1985. Specifically, an 
increase in the Superior Court line item of $51,650, an increase 
in Public Welfare line item of $75,000, and a total of $15,000 
requested for capital improvements with $10,000 designated to 
replace the roof on the courthouse in Berlin and $5,000 for new 
improvements to the heating system at the Nursing Hospital in 
West Stewartstown were described. The last capital improvement 
items would be funded with long term notes. 
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The additional Suverior Court funding was requested to pay an 
invoice just received from the Administrative Office of the 
Courts totaling $100,182.00. When the state took over the 
court system, it was anticipated that there would be a $2.75 
million deficit in the '85 biennium and legislation was passed 
whereby the counties would fund this shortage on a population 
basis. At this point, the Governor's office and Dept. of Ad- 
ministrative Services claim that the deficit does indeed exist; 
however, the courts are stating that a large surplus exists at 
the close of business 06/30/85. The counties have agreed to 
delay payments; however, since the Dept. of Revenue Adminis- 
tration will be setting tax rates in early September, the Com- 
missioners are asking approval of the funds should the outcome 
require the counties to pay the assessments. Should the deter- 
mination be that the counties do not owe the assessment, the 
total appropriated will go to reducing taxation in 1986. 


Questions were raised relative to what would happen if the 
additional funds needed were not appropriated by the Dele- 
gation. Mr. Berkowitz, Berlin City Manager, questioned the 
need for the increase and said it would create a hardship on 
the City of Berlin. Mr. Ayer, Gorham Town Manager, questioned 
all aspects of the issue and suggested the county not pay the 
State. 


On the issue of the Public Welfare increase of $75,000.00, 

Mr. King explained that high costs of Board and Care of 
Children due to court-ordered placements were the cause of the 
shortfall in this line item. He also briefed the public on the 
pending court hearing whereby the County is seeking to recover 
special placement costs from the City of Berlin School District. 
Senate Bill 1 which is effective January 1, 1986, will alleviate 
75% of the cost of these placements; however, for F.Y. 85 ad- 
ditional funds are necessary to meet current obligations. Dis- 
cussion followed on the implications to the County of Senate 
Bill 1. It was the concensus of the public that there are 
doubts about the ability of the towns and city to assume these 
extra welfare costs. 


Regarding the funding requested for capital improvements, the 
first item of discussion was the roof on the courthouse in 
Berlin. It is felt that it is more cost efficient to replace 
the roof than to repair it; when the State Court System deter- 
mines if it wants an alternate court building and the building 
has to go on the market, it's value will be greater if it has 
a good roof. 


Funding is also being sought by the Cammissioners in the amount 
of $5,000.00 to overhaul the boilers and replace the burners 
and controls on the heating plant at the Nursing Hospital in 
Stewartstown. Fuel cost savings and less maintenance costs will 
provide a short payback period for the investment. 
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After several questions were raised by the delegates and 
public, the public hearing adjourned at 11:10 A.M. 


COOS COUNTY DELEGATION MEETING 
August 15, 1985 


At 11:15 A.M., Chairman Burns called the meeting to order. 

He announced that Rep. York was hospitalized but is now re- 
cuperating at his home. The Delegation wished him a speedy, 
full recovery. Also a correction in the minutes of the July 24, 
1985 meeting was noted: A thank you note from the family of 
Mr. Leroy Maines was acknowledged. 


Rep. Burns began the meeting with camments on the escalating 
costs of property and liability insurance for counties and 
governmental agencies. The Delegation then discussed the items 
included in the supplemental budget and voiced many doubts and 
concerns about the increases in the county tax rate. Votes 
were taken on each line item: 


ITEM 1: Rep. Lamontagne moved to vote down the supplemental 
budget appropriation request in its entirety. The motion was 
seconded by Rep. Ottolini. The motion failed 8 to 2. 


Rep. Guay moved NOT to raise and appropriate the sum of 
$51,650.00 for the Superior Court. The motion was seconded by 
Rep. Ottolini and Rep. Lamontagne. The motion passed 6 to 4. 


ITEM 2: Rep. Horton moved to raise and appropriate the sum of 
$75,000.00 for the purpose of public welfare. The motion was 
seconded by Rep. Marsh. The motion passed 6 to 4. 


ITEM 3: Rep. Marsh moved to raise and appropriate the sum of 
$15,000.00 for the capital improvements to the County Court- 
house - Berlin and for the W. S. Nursing Hospital boilers. 
The motion was seconded by Rep. Horton. The motion passed 
Omar.

COOS COUNTY DELEGATION MEETING 
November 2, 1985 


The Coos County Delegation met on Saturday, November 2, 1985 at 
10:00 A.M. at the Coos County Nursing Hospital in West Stewarts- 
town. for the purpose of considering and acting upon the Third 
Quarter Financial Statements of the County Commissioners for 
1985. 


Members present were Reps. Brideau, Brungot, Burns, Chappell, 
Coulambe, Foss, Horton, Lamontagne, Marsh, Mayhew, Ottolini, 
Theriault, and York. In addition, Commissioners Brungot, 
Trottier and Corrigan, Administrators Coulombe and Cote, Super- 
intendent King, Sheriff Morton and Sue Collins. 


The Delegation considered the Statement of Expenditures with 
Chairman Burns reading each line item and reserving time for 
further discussion of items which required detailed information 
and/or a vote of the delegation. The line items in question 
were County Auditors, Lancaster Courthouse, Board/Care of 
Children, Superior Court, County Attorney, and Medical Referees. 
The delegates discussed all other line items and returned to the 
following line items individually: 


1. COUNTY AUDITORS: It was explained that for the 1986 audit 
a new firm has been retained; however, a transfer of $1,040.00 
is requested to complete the 1985 costs incurred. In the 
future, the cost of audit will be significantly less. 


Representative Horton moved to authorize the transfer from line 
items in the 1985 County budget to this account the amount of 
$1,040.00. The motion was seconded by Rep. Brungot and the 
vote to approve the transfer was unanimous. 
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2. LANCASTER COURTHOUSF:: The old janitor has left the county's 
employment; he has accrued sick leave and vacation time totaling 
almost $5,000.00 to which he is entitled under the County's 
Personnel Policies. In addition, $2,100.00 is requested for 
heating the courthouse for an extended period of time this fall. 
Both items were not anticipated requiring the approval of a 
transfer. Further discussion followed on the current negotia- 
tions between the County Commissioners and the Administrative 
Office of the Courts for rental of the two county courthouses. 
It was explained that the rental paid by the State would take 
into account the extra costs of heating and some of the costs of 
renovations if required. At the current time, the County an- 
ticipates receiving well over $20,000.00 annually in rent on 
both its facilities. 


Representative Horton moved to authorize the transfer from line 
items in the 1985 County budget to this account in the amount 
of $7,100.00. The motion was seconded by Rep. Foss and the 
vote to approve the transfer was unanimous. 


3. BOARD/CARE OF CHILDREN: The delegation received updated 
information on the legal action brought by the County against 
the Berlin School District relative to reimbursement for edu- 
cational costs of certain placements. 


4. SUPERIOR COURT: The State has submitted final court revenue 
and expenditure figures for the last fiscal year and has no- 
tified the N.H. Association of Counties of the new assessments 
due from the counties. An additional $16,735.00 will be re- 
quired fram Coos County over and above the amount previously 
budgeted. 


Representative Horton moved to authorize the transfer from line 
items in the 1985 County budget to this account in the amount of 
$16,735.00. The motion was seconded by Rep. Brungot and the 
vote results are as follows: 4 NO, 9 YES, and the Chairman 
declared the vote in the affirmative. 


5. COUNTY ATTORNEY: The need for an additional $300.00 for the 
county attorney's expenses was requested by Atty. Morin ina 
letter to the Chairman. Rep. Lamontagne moved not to transfer 

the amount of $300.00 fram other line items to the County Attorney 
line item. The motion was seconded by Rep. Chappell and the vote 
taken was as follows: 10 YES, 3 NO; the motion was approved 10 
to.13. 


6. MEDICAL REFEREES: The need for an additional $2,000.00 to 
fund these services in 1985 was brought to the Delegation's at- 
tention via the same letter from Atty. Morin. Discussion fol- 
fowed and it was the concensus of the majority of the delegation 
that the amount budgeted is firm and should not be exceeded. 


Representative Horton made a motion to transfer $2,000.00 from 
line items in the 1985 County budget to medical referees. The 
motion was seconded by Rep.

The subcommittee will 
also do work on funding these improvements; in all likelihood 

it will require a 10-year bond issue. Rep. Theriault emphasized 
the urgency of a solution to the asbestos present in the build- 
ing. It was also agreed that the County is most fortunate to 
receive the gratis services of Rep. Brideau who will serve as 
"building contractor-architect" on the subcammittee and draw 
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up plans for renovations and improvements to present to the 
Delegation at a future date. 


A discussion followed on the details of Superintendent King's 
contract and investigations in the Berlin Nursing Home.

Whereas, New Hampshire and the North Country serve a huge 
tourist and seasonal population, not indicated in the census 
figures, which results in a population density considerably in 
excess of reported census figures; 


Whereas, good road and rail transportation routes do not exist 
in northern New Hampshire; 
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Whereas, a major portion of the State's financial health is 
based upon the tourist industry which will be destroyed by the 
public's perception concerning the safety of a high-level nu- 
clear waste dump; 


Therefore Be It Resolved by the Coos County Delegation in con- 
vention that northern New Hampshire, Coos County in particular, 
not be designated as a site for the high-level nuclear waste 
disposal, treatment or storage facility for the eastern United 
States;

PUBLIC HEARING RESUMED 
December 14, 1985 


The public hearing resumed and Mr. King explained in detail the 
General Revenue Sharing budget which is anticipated to be 
$90,000.00 for 1986. He explained that the Commissioners plan 
to apply these monies to fund public assistance items as they 
have traditionally done in the past unless otherwise requested 
by the public. No other suggestions or recommendations were 
made. 


Discussion of the 1986 Proposed Revenue and Appropriations 
budgets continued with Mr. King explaining each item. In gen- 
eral he commented that the 1986 budget reflects a 6% wage in- 
crease for county employees. Additional information followed 
on the Register of Deeds budget which reflects an increase of 
10 man hours for his part-time clerk. The additional 10 hours 
would make this employee eligible for retirement, health insur- 
ance, and life insurance therefore increasing those line items 
in the Deeds budget significantly. Mr. King then informed the 
Delegation and public of an error which has recently been 
brought to the Commissioners' attention regarding the fees col- 
lected by the Register of Deeds for transfer cards and photo- 
copies of deeds sent to the towns and city. In August, 1983, 
the legislature increased the fee schedule and eliminated the 
charges to the towns and cities for transfer cards and copies 
of deeds, etc.; therefore, it was agreed by the County Commis- 
Sioners to refund to the towns and city the payments they have 
made to the Register of Deeds for these services since the time 
the law changed. It was estimated that refunds would total 
nearly $7,500.00 and be charged against 1985 revenue.

The courthouse rental revenue reflects additional monies fram 
the State Administrative Office of the Courts for leases of 
court space in both courthouses. Increases in expenses in both 
courthouses are largely due to tremendous increases in general 
liability insurance. This increase is as much as 200 - 300% 

as is reflected throughout the budget. 


Discussion followed on the future of the courthouses and it was 
agreed that a subcommittee of the delegation will be studying the 
county's alternatives with the appropriate state court personnel. 


The Public Assistance programs have been largely affected by the 
passage of Senate Bill 1 which is effective January l, 1986. 
This legislation changes the county's role in the operation of 
these programs and the amounts budgeted are based upon the best 
and most recent information available although there is still 
some uncertainty in programs like Children and Youth Services. 
It is safe to say that it should not change the amount to be 
raised by taxation significantly. There was public discussion 
and concern expressed on the changes. 


The meeting was adjourned for lunch at 12:00 P.M. and resumed at 
£2055P.M; 


It was explained that increases in criminal justice programs are 
largely due to the dramatic increases in the criminal population 
and again the liability of insurance premiums. The delegation 
will study these problems including the future of the county jail; 
it was pointed out that the jail is situated in the most conven- 
ient location in the County adjacent to the nursing hospital 
which provides dietary, laundry and medical services and adjacent 
to the farm which provides an ideal site for inmate labor. 


Before discussion began on the Enterprise funds, Representative 
Coulambe spoke on the benefits the county and City of Berlin get 
from operating a nursing home in Berlin as well as W. Stewarts- 
town. It generates many jobs within the cammunity and in turn 
economically boosts the business community and the county. The 
nursing hames are now involved in a more extensive type of health 
care due to DRG's decreasing length of hospital stay. It was 
suggested that a study be conducted on the economics of the 
county being in the nursing home business. 


The extension service budget was presented by Mr. Pratt. Then 
Mr. Sweeney of the Soil Conservation District explained that they 
are asking for an increase in the clerk's time from 24 hours per 
week to 40 hours per week due to cutbacks in support on the 
federal level. 


The Social Service Agency requests were presented by their 
individual directors or a representative of the agency.

Discussion followed on the unincorporated towns expense which 
pays for solid waste disposal, ambulance service, and fire pro- 
tection. In addition, this year a line item was added for 
general welfare assistance since the county is responsible for 
unincorporated towns and the new settlement laws did not address 
general assistance in these places. Most of the services pro- 
vided are reimbursed by the taxpayers in these areas. 


Mr. King then discussed the requested "specials" individually. 


After all camments were heard from the public, the meeting ad- 
journed at 2:30 P.M.

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REPORT OF THE COOS COUNTY COMMISSIONERS 


A review of the County's programs for the past year 
indicates that most dimensions of our county government 
have been subject to change; we thave achieved some positive 
changes, some changes are still in transition and others 
will require the attention of our delegation and property 
taxpayers in the months ahead. 


Our traditional role in the superior court system 
became history in 1985; the State's unified court system 
became fully implemented and upon signing negotiated 
leases for the use of our court facilities with the 
Administrative Office of the Courts, we have retained only 
a landlord function for the coming 18 months. The future 
of our courthouse facilities will be evaluated during 1986 
and alternatives to satisfy both the needs of the County 
and the State will be studied carefully. 


Another total reformation took place in the welfare 
structure of New Hampshire's old settlement laws. Outside 
of general assistance to residents of unincorporated 
places, the County has totally phased out welfare assist- 
ance. However, during the transition, a new role in the 
Critical area of special placements of children inineed 
of services, juveniles, and abused children emerged. The 
County will provide the coordination of efforts between 
the children, the state, and the courts. We hope to dev- 
elop programs in court mediation and diversion in each of 
the local district courts and enhance those programs 
already in existence in some of those courts. It is with 
this type of positive program that we hope to divert our 
young individuals who might ultimately end up in our jail. 


As you will learn from the Superintendent in his 
report, we are now faced with an overcrowding crisis in our 
Jail and House of Correction and we are currently reviewing 
alternative sentencing programs with the courts as well as 
facility expansion in West Stewartstown. 


During 1985, considerable energies were directed to 
revising and rewriting an outdated employee policy and we 
believe real progress was achieved when on April 1, 1985, 

a new Employee Handbook of Personnel Policies was pub- 
lished and implemented. It outlines and sets the standards 
for our administration to make intelligent and fair decis- 
ions regarding our employees whose talents and efforts 
permit us to operate effectively two nursing homes, a 
correctional facility, a dairy farm, a registry of deeds 
and two courthouses. 
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The task of developing county government to be res- 
ponsive to the needs of the people - residents in our 
nursing homes, inmates in our correctional facilities, 
and the citizens of the county - without making impossible 
financial demands upon the property taxpayers remains 
a goal worthy of pursuit and we will continue to be 
accountable to you, the citizens of Coos County.

REPORT OF THE SUPERINTENDENT 


As this is written, 1985 is history and the operations 
of the County Institution finished the year having shown a 
great deal of progress in reaching the goals established in 
January of 1985. 


The Nursing Hospital ended the year with an operating 
profit in excess of ninety thousand dollars. Mrs. Noella 
Cote, Administrator, and her staff were able to reverse 
the downturn in resident census and this turnaround has 
resulted in an increase in revenue of 20.5% or $342,051. 

In 1986, we are hopeful that patient census will remain 

at 95% or better. There are plans currently being reviewed 
for renovations to the patient living areas and improve- 
ments to the heating system. The County Delegation will be 
making their decision relative to these renovations early 
in the year. 


The Farm continues to suffer along with other dairy 
farms. Nineteen eighty-six appears to be another year when 
milk prices will continue to decrease. Expenses in 1985 
were lower than 1984's by 14% and the record corn crop was 
in excess of 1,200 tons; however, the farm continues to 
just break even. One of the considerations of the Commiss- 
ioners and the Delegation during 1986 will be a discussion 
of the future of the farm's operation. It plays a very 
positive role in the operation of the House of Correction 
as it provides work sites for long-term inmates. We were 
able to operate nearly all year with only a farm manager 
and herdsman as salaried employees; the balance of the 
required labor was provided by inmates. The building 
improvement project is now in its second year and inmate 
labor) as “a ‘vital part) of this; project. alsa. 


The Jail and House of Correction report can be found 
further in this County Report; however, I would like to 
take this opportunity to thank Mr. Armand Hemon, Director, 
and his staff for their dedication and perserverance to 
what as,at best,. a difficult Job. Last \year,.1 reponrea 
that if the population in our correctional facilities 
continued to rise the County would be faced with consider- 
ing additional space. As this is being written, plans for 
an expansion are being developed. 


I would like to thank the County Commissioners and 
Delegation for their continued support. In addition, I 
want to give special thanks to all the County's employees 
for a job well done.

REPORT OF ADMINISTRATOR 
COOS COUNTY NURSING HOSPITAL 
West Stewartstown 


Coos County Nursing Hospital, an Intermediate Level of Care 
Facility (ICF), provides regular medical, nursing, social, 
recreational, and rehabilitation services in addition to room 
and board for people not capable of fully independent living. 


The Social Service Department together with the Administrator 
and the Director of Nursing screened applications for admission, 
the main criteria being that the applicant be medically needy. 
Eighty-two (82) applicants were accepted for admission. The 
Social Service Director interacts with patients, families, and 
many times on behalf of the residents in dealing with the Divi- 
sion of Welfare, Veteran's Administration and Social Security, 
completing all forms, applications and redeterminations of ex- 
tended stays to assure residents continued benefits from these 
agencies. Social plans and discharge plans are developed for all 
patients on admission. We had forty-one (41) discharges in 1985. 
Many families are taking advantage of our Respite Care service. 


On admission each patient is assigned to a physician and the 
patient is seen by this physician monthly. In addition, the 
physicians visit the nursing hospital weekly on a rotation 
basis and are always available for any emergency. The Medical 
Record Librarian conducts on-going screening of each patient's 
medical record for timely certifications, progress notes, and 
physician's signatures to meet federal regulations. The cost of 
all drugs prescribed by physicians is included in the per diem 
rate and continues to be a saving for our residents. 


Nursing service in keeping with the philosophy of the nursing 
hospital administration has developed and implemented a restora- 
tive nursing program to assist each patient to reach and/or 
maintain his/her highest level of independence. The active re- 
storative nursing program which was initiated in July, 1985, has 
proven to be a valuable and beneficial component of nursing 
practice and is successfully meeting its established goal. 


Twenty new employees were given orientation to the facility and 
their assigned positions by the Inservice Education Coordinator. 
The Coordinator presented a nursing assistant course leading to 
certification for nine (9) students. Inservice programs were 
scheduled throughout the year and were well attended. Approxi- 
mately thirty (30) employees attended programs outside the 
facility. 


The Activity Department provided diversion and recreation to the 
residents by scheduling regular and special activities. Among 
some of the group activities that were thoroughly enjoyed by all 
who attended were the international dinners with appropriate 
themes, an evening dance, and the foliage bus tours, courtesy of 
Nugent Bus Service and the Lions' Club. 
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The Dietary Department continues to serve delicious nutritional 
meals which our residents and staff alike enjoy very much. A 
total of 163,338 meals were served during the year. The House- 
keeping Department takes great pride in maintaining a clean and 
healthy environment for the residents. 


The publication of our newsletter "The North Star" continues to 
generate interest. We are grateful to our co-editors, the 
Social Service Director and the Activity Director, as well as 
other staff members for their contribution to this project. 


On behalf of all our residents, I wish to thank their families 
who have requested memorials be donated to this nursing hospital. 
I want to take this opportunity to thank our patients' families 
and the numerous individuals, groups, and organizations who give 
so willingly of their time to enrich the lives of our residents. 


May I say thank you to our loyal and dedicated staff; Commis- 
Sioners Dr. Norman Brungot, Mr. Thomas Corrigan, and Mrs. Sue 

Trottier; and members of the Coos County Delegation for their 
cooperation and support. 


In conclusion, I would say we had a good year, reaching our 

goal to increase the daily patient occupancy rate. We are mov- 
ing ahead in updating our procedures to keep up with the changes 
occurring in long term care, keeping in mind that our principal. 
objective is to maintain a high standard of quality care.

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REPORT OF THE JAIL AND HOUSE OF CORRECTION 
1985 


The trends that were present a year ago relative to increased 
daily census in the County's correction facility continued 
throughout 1985. The pre-trial detainee population seemed to 
moderate somewhat but sentenced inmate population continues 

to increase to the point that severe overcrowding of the facility 
has created a situation where control has become a function of 
space rather than rules and regulations. The County Commis- 
Sioners and Delegation have been kept up to date on this 
Situation and as this is being written two possible expansion 
plans for the House of Correction are being prepared. Ad- 
ditional staff time of 70 hours per week was approved as part 
of the 1985 budget and additional hours are being considered 
now in order to supplement the staff during peak hours. It 

is a credit to the professionalism of the staff that serious 
incidents have not taken place during the last months. I am 
hopeful that 1986 will see the County find a satisfactory 
solution to what has become a crisis in corrections.

We have examined the general purpose financial statements of the County of Coos, 
New Hampshire as at and for the year ended December 31, 1984, as stated in the 
table of contents. Our examination was made in accordance with generally 
accepted auditing standards and, accordingly, included such tests of the 
accounting records and such other auditing procedures as we considered necessary 
in the circumstances. 


The County has not maintained a complete record of its General Fixed Assets. The 
General Fixed Assets Account Group included in these financial statements has 
been prepared using both actual and estimated historical costs provided by County 
management and current appraisal data provided by insurance companies. Generally 
accepted accounting principles require that fixed assets be maintained at histor- 
ical cost. Because we were unable to satisfy ourselves by appropriate audit 
tests or by other means as a result of such incomplete records, we are unable to 
express an opinion on the accompanying financial statements of the General Fixed 
Assets Account Group. 


In our opinion, the general purpose financial statements referred to above, other 
than the financial statements of the General Fixed Assets Account Group, present 
fairly the financial position of the County of Coos, New Hampshire as at December 
31, 1984 and the results of its operations and the changes in financial position 
of its enterprise funds for the year then ended, in conformity with general ly 
accepted accounting principles applied on a basis consistent with that of the 
preceding year.
